Suppose the 
senator from Vermont (Edmunds) should be 
absent three days, and during that time tlie 
president of tho United States, whether by 
tbe act of God or the public, be removed from 
life. Such senator as may be designated 
would under this rule become actti'C pros: 
ident, lie inquired ,jf the senate proposed to 
add to the difficulties T^isterlng' arouuri the. 
law In regard to presidential successlBii by- 
lodglnnin tho prcsidivit pro temporeoftha 
senate the designation of the man who shall 
posse-" enomions and Incalculable powers for 
good or evil, which may attend temporarily 
the possession of the functions of the chief 
magistracy of • the republic.

Tbe fiopd Trial. 


• Siv'IjUL'ls, December 13.—The rust-Dis- 
patch Hlllsboro special sajs:. The'testimony 
began in the Emma Bond case this morning. 
Miss Bond was the first witness. She related 
a harrowing story, of tne outrage, bow she, 
was seized in the school room by t#o men, 
carried to the loft above and subjected to 
fiendish maltreatment: During the struggle 
she-wiestert the bandage from .her Byes sjjfi 
ficlently to get a rook at one of the men, "and 
there,". said she, excitedly, pointing to. Mont- 
gomery, the defend"»t, "alw the 'very man. 
1 will swear that is the face I saw." Con- 
tinuing ' Miss Bond said she begged the men 
to take her life rather than dishonor her. 
They -replied 
by 
slashing 
her 
face 


and 
neck 
with 
a 
knife. 
She. lost 


consciousness. When she revived "she had 
been-outraged. The men gave her chloro- 
form Una/repeated the treatment. About 1 
o'clock in the morning ehe"became conscious 
again and.fouiid herself lying on tlio school 
room floor underneath the scuttle hole In the 
loft. Sho dragsod herself to a neighboring 
house where she was cared for. Her.back 
was very much'bruised arid her knees, arms 
•nd shoulders bore marks_w.lierejierj>siail-: 
ants giaspcd her; alst the left wrist had a cut 
which still remained, and.taking; oH her glove 
she showed the scar to tlie iury.

On cross examination Miss Bond staled that 
she had never ooen John Montgomery but 
once before the night of the outrage and 
didn't know him; had never seen him since 
the outiage until yesterday In the court room 
and theH-sIie-imtnedlately recognized hini_as 
the man whose face she saw above her while 
being drawn un Into the loft 
She was satis- 


fled there were three men who outraged her. 
Several tinias during the examination Miss 
Bond was taken very sick nud compelled to 
rest many times. Slie was affected "to" tear's 
and had to be assisted but of the court room. 


Her identification ot John Montgomery 


was full and complete, The other defend- 
ants she could riot sWear lo but the prosecu- 
tion claim they will, convict them by circum- 
stantial evidence with the crime. ' ..-' . . . . _ 


ST. Louis, December 13.—At the afternoon 


session the cpurt room was crowded almost to 
suffocation. Miss Bond having sufficiently re. 
covered from 'the morning's excitement was 
recalled and cross-examination continued, but 
nothing specially Important K&S brought out. 
The lady's statements were made In astralght- 
forward way and her direct'examination re-

A Millionaira Murdered. 


SA.N Fiuxcisco, December !:).—Charles 


Mclaughlin was .shot and killed to-day by 
Jerome B. Cox.' The tragedy was the result 
of seventeen •" years litigation. McLaughlih 
vtas a pioneer, president of .the Continental 
Gas Light company, a large capitalist and 
land owner and ranked among the million-' 
aifes. He was. a promoter of the old over- 
land mall route, out of which lit made con- 
siderable radney. In 'o'J he contracted to 
build the Western Pacific railroad from San 
Jose to Sacramento for So.W.pOO and sub-let 
the KinJius-aud innwinry work .to. Jcrumo It. 
Cox ahdr»tlters for 5900,000. After twenty 
miles of road had been built McLaughlin 
failed in payment. Cox, who had put In 
850,000 of "his own money, had to stop work. 
McLaughliu completed the road and sold 
it to the Central Pacific, realizing a large 
sum.

company and Mclaughlin for one hun- 
dred 
and 
fifty 
odd 
thousand 
and 


obtained judgment, Xvhlch on technicalities 
tile supreme court reversed. Cox amended 
his complaint and again recovered and was 
again rovemed.' Thirds-fourth ami fifth trials 
.resulted In similarly adverse decisions, which 
so weighed the man's miud that last spring 
he attempted to shoot Justice McKlnsley, of 
tho supremo" court, wboui he believed was 
chlelly Instrumental Iu deciding adversely.
